Then. the Up r Marthal and the Captain of the 
Court, follow fF by all the Gentlemen of the Court, 
on Horfeback, in long Mourning Cloaks. Then 
Monfieur Bulou, Great Marfhal of her late Majefty’s 
Houfehold, accompanied by two of his Electoral 
Highnets’s Councellors, Then the Hearfe drawn by 
8 Horfes,each led by a Footman. A Canopy of black 
Velvet was born over the Hearfe, by 12 Officers 
walking on each fide of it, with whom walk'd the 
Gentlemen of his Electoral Highnefs’s Bed-Chamber. 
Alfo 24 Halbardiers march’d with the Hearfe, carry- 
their Halbards revers'd. The Hearfe was follow’d 
by his Electoral Hfghnefs’s Troop of Horfe Guards ; 
and after them wen: the deceafed Queen’s Body 
Coach in which were hcr Bowels ; and then 7 other 
Coaches, all in Mourring and,drawn by 6 Horfes 
each, in which fat her Majeity’s Ladies and Maids 
of Honour, and others of her Houfehold. When the 
Hearfe was out of the Caitle Gare, the Cannon fir’d 
a 2d time; and when it was out of the City Gate, 
they were fir'd a 3d time. The City Magiftrates ftood 
in a Rank before the Town-Houfe, in long Mournin 
‘Cloaks. ‘ A League out of Town the Duke of Cell’s 
Life-Guard receiv’d the Body and Attendants to con- 
duct them to Bourfdorf: And the Perfons of Quality 
of this Court thar went with it thither turn’d back 
again.
